tion about it.

ically has been doing for a quarter of 
* century, until the item became monot- 
onous. 
But a current version of the 


swindle varies so much from the 
old 


stercoptyped one, that allusion may be 
warranted.

Assistant Postmaster Gosscr says that 


almost daily he is being called on the 
telephone regarding the alluring offer, 
khich tends to show the renewed flota- 
tion of. the latest bogus concoction. A 
newspaper clipping is inclosed with the 
delicate foreign handwriting recounting 
tho pathetic story of a prisoner in Old 
Madrid This is new, and just as false 
as the remainder of the scheme, which 
heretofore has consisted in the sending 
to Americans, selected by confederates, 
of letters. The foundation'of the plot 
varies somewhat. Sometimes a prisoner 
is dying in a military fortress and prom- 
ises a large share of his estate to a dupe 
who will protect a daughter. 


This fortune is in America, but the 


certificates of stock are in a valise with 
a secret compartment, which is held by 
the Spanish court for the payment of 
costs. Generally the writer has discov- 
ered a relationship to the addressee. 
Sometimes the distressed prisoner offers 
to send this unprotected daughter, with 


a priest, to the relative and he will give 
one-fourth of his estate, which usually 
is rated at about half a million. 


The most recent variatiop on the same 


them which is being received by some 
persons in Pittsburg is based primarily 
on a cleverly concocted but visibly forged 
clipping from an alleged London news- 
paper. The long recital relates how. a 
Russian banker absconded with 5,000,000 
rubles, or ?3,35Q,000. There is a deprcr 
ciated ruble certificate of paper, based 
on the coin. 
After having mortally 


wounded a Spaniard while he was living 
with the inevitable daughter in Madrid, 
he is arrested in Londo'n and identified 
as Alexis 
Ivanovitch, 
the embezzling 


banker. 
He is returned to 
Spain to 


await trial for the affray. But the al- 
leged London paper uses the word "alibi" 
for 'alias" in mentioning that Ivanovitch 
sailed under the name of Manasseina, 
and the type discloses an American or- 
igin. 


Now. nccomponying this clipping is 


the usual letter, suggesting merelv the 
faintest inference that the writer is the 
absconding banker. 
But he beseeches 


his honest American friend, commended 
to .him, to advance enough to pay his 
trial costs and release the always par- 
ticipating portmanteau, with its secret 


pocket, where is hidden the document' 
indispensiblo to recover §430,000, due the 
writer in the United States. One-third 
part, or Sin.OQO, is offered as a reward. 
Correspondence must be through a con- 
fidant and by cable. The pitiably in- 
carcerated banker this time is Senor 
Diente. 


Under the Spanish law a felonv must 


be consummated before the police can 
act. A mere attempt to obtain money 
by false pretense docs not warrant ar- 
rest. The money must actually be paid 
over, and the prosecmutor must person- 
ally appear to testify. Thus the scheme 
thrives without repression. But only last 
week a Nevada citizen was stopped on 
the Xcw York docks after confessing 
that he was bound for Madrid to release 
this pathetic prisoner, he having saved 
up several thousand dollars.

For a good 
many years we have' been voting as though it were in- 
finitely more important to have in the mayor's chadr a 
man whose ideas on the tariff were in accord with ours 
than one whose first concern would be civic and not po- 
litical. Of course, we do not really hold to this view we 
merely sit bv and allow the party lines to be drawn in- 
stead ot the lines of citizenship, civic pride and civic pro- 
gress, because it has always been done that way and be- 
cause it is easier to follow in the beaten path than 
to blaze a new trail. We believe the vast majority of the 
voters of Fort Wayne will agree that clean, well-improved 
streets, parks and playgrounds, improved sewerage and 
garbage disposal, public safety efficiency, well-ordered en- 
forcement of law, an economical, yet not niggardly admin- 
istration of financial affairs—a city government imbued 
with the spirit of real progressiveism is of vastly more 
importance m city affairs than the predominance of a set 
of political theories that haven't the remotest connection 
in * * W?.rld °f making Fort Wa>r]ne a better city in 
which to live and prosper. The non-partisan mayor, with- 
out political obligations to discharge, free from the taint 
of professional office-seeking, and whose capacity to do 
large things in a business-like way, is unquestioned, is the 
only sort of man who can completely measure up to the 
job. How long is it going to take us to adopt the standard 
of common sense instead of that of political regularity in 
selecting the crew to man our municipal craft?

PETRIFYING WOOD. 


(Indianapolis Star.! 


Charles H. Curtis of .Argos, Ind., is 


the inventor of a process by which 
•wood it "petrified." It is asserted on 
behalf of the new method that it ren- 
ders ordinary woods permanently in- 
vulnerable against attack by weather, 
borer or time. Mr. Curtis studied the 
petrified woods found in the west. He 
decided to "petrify" wood by chemical 
process, and to do the work speedily. 
Having obtained analyses of petrified, 
woods, he found they were hardened 
by silica, or almost entirely composed 
of the material that goes into" pure 
white sand. He devised a plan for in- 
lacting silica into the pores of the wood, 
under pressure. 
This idea 
has 
been 


: patented, and plans are to be equipped 


for the adoption of the Curtis system. 
The method is especially useful in pre- 
paring piles for coast use. 


Mr. Curtis says he has simply worked 


out nature's own scheme. He" says he 
1« able to cause complete hardening of 
»ny wood. His treatment of wood for 
ordinary purposes does not alter tha 
appearance of the material, which cun 
be tis«d for making furnitwe. for build- 
Ing, for fence posts, piling;'and other 
tiurposec. 
It appears Mr. Curtis has 


»een able to. obtain a solution which 
wrries silic* into the wood pore. 
I-i 


•ringing abonfc complete 
potrifieation. 


Be inventor injects silica in such quan- 
tities tnat the wood fiber at last is de- 
troyeA In thig last tinge th« wood 
urned out by the Curtis procesi is said 


to be a very good reproduction of the 
petrified woods found in the fossil coun- 
try. 


It is understood the Curtis idea will 


take the place, very largely. Of the pres- 
ent method of "creosoting" poles, rail- 
road tics, piles, etc. Thig means ac- 
cording to the .inventor, that creo6oting 
plants will adopt the now method

"1 learned how to open windows and 


climb in and open, the front door," the 
boy continued innocently, "and I got 
into lots of Catholic churches, for I 
saw the crosses and "the angels holding 
stars. That is the way I could tell they 
were Catholic. The other kind just had 
a lot of words painted around the room 
and didn't have any white thing with 
a gold crosa on it at the end of the 
church with steps leading up to it." 


The police say that Cantreil, who has 


a prosperous appearance and manners of 
refinement, told them that the bags he 
and his son had contained articles taken 
from 
school Xo. 1. The fatRer was 


placed in a cell and the boy was taken 
in charge by a matron and to her and 
two detectives the boy told a remark- 
able story. 


"Father was a good mnn before moth- 


er died," the police sisy he told them, 
"and we had a mighty fine home, but 
when mpther was gono he seemed to 
be hurt a whole lot. I cried a good denl 
and he read a lot of books to me. I 
liked 'Oliver 
Twist' 
best, because I 


could cry when he was reading that'and 
he would think 1 was crying for Oliver's 
hard luck instead of mother. 


"Well, he and 1 liked to read over 


about Mr. Fiigin and how he trained the 
boys to steal, and I guias father didn't 
have much money. Since mother died 
I haven't gone to school any more and 
father unil I have .been moving from 
place to place a good deal. I have gone 
into lots of schools and churches just 
as I tell you, by crawling in the side or 
back window and then opening the front 
or back door. I was frightened at first, 
but after a while I learned that there 
never was anybody in the schools 
or 


churches1 the nights I got in, so it was 
safe enough." 


The police say that numerous churches 


and' schools in this vicinity have been 
robbed in the manner described by the 
boy. 
They did not question Cantreil 


about th'e boy's statement last night, 
but tomorrow they' will take' him 'to 
New York city to have the police here 
see" if they can identify him. 


The boy is unusually-bright, and, the 


police say, does-not'understand that he

New York, Dec. 6.—Is the taking of 


human life justifiable to end pain! 


This is the question which has been 


raised by the slaying of a woman in 
France by her husband on her repeated 
requests that he kill hor so that she 
might be relieved. of the excrutiating ] 
suffering that marked her incurable ill- 
ness. 


Physicians,- clergymen, lawyers, nurses, 


and others unhesitatingly expressed their 
firm conviction that in no circumstances 
is ths taking of human life justifiable. 


The tragedy which has again revived 


the subject of euthanasia is one of thrill- 
ing interest. Emile Breguery, 60 years 
old, for many years was a magistrate 
in the village of Sannois. A year ago 
his wife was stricken with, paralysis, 
which later was complicated by cancer 
of the liver. 


Constantly in pain, the woman twice 


sought to commit suicide. She pleaded 
with hor sister and husband to kill her 
as the only means of ending her intol- 
erable agony. 
Finding that narcotics 


failed to end her sufferings, the dis- 
tracted husband blew out her brains. 
He is locked up awaiting a hearing. 


Dr. EoyM S. Copeland of G8 Court 


Park west, dean of Flower hospital, said 
he could find no circumstance which jus- 
tified the slaying of Mrs: Breguary. In 
his opinion the woman's pains could have 
been eliminated without sacrificing her 
life. 


"As a physician," he said, "I believe in ' 


saving, not sacrificing life. No matter 
bow ready persons may be today to die 
to escape suffering, they may change 
their minds about it tomorrow. There 
is always hope that a turning point 
in the disease may come, and I believe 
every patient should Hvc in that hope. 
Certainly no one else, bo he husband, 
father, brother or son, has a right to 
intervene, even though it bo at the pa- 
tient's request." 


Dr. 'James J. 
Wnlsh of 110 West 


Seventy-fourth street, said: 
• "We can put sufferers out of pain, 
but it would be a very- vmwise practice 
to eliminate life in subduing pain. We 
can not find any rules to determine 
which persons should bo exterminated 
even to ease their pains, and the fact 
that the slaying is committed at the 
request of the wictim in' no -wise lessens 
the legal and moral responsibilities of 
the offender. The taking of human life 
is a teriotis thing and every physician 
knows that to t»k« life merely because

Legal society, said that in his judgment 
there was nothing to justify Bcrpiery 
in killing his wife, even though she im- 
plored him to do it on merciful grounds, 


"Conceding that Mrs. Berguery's mal- 


ady was incurable," he said, "this makes 
little difference in the case, as no ono 
can say that any case is incurable. The 
law holds human life as sacred." 


Mr. Bell said that many similar eases 


had been discussed in the Medical Legal 
society :md in no instance wns the tak- 


ing of human life either by a physician 
or individual justified in a case like that 
of Mrs. Breguery. - 


Other physicians and ministers who 


discussed 
the 
question held similar 


views. Not one was found who was will- 
ing to justify Breguery's act.

and got to talking with Ralph Froemol, 
an insurance agent, who became deeply 
interested in the old man's story. With- 
out saying anything to I'lasko, Froemel 
wrote to the parish priest of Viszlo, 
telling of'the exile. It seems that Mns- 
ko's relatives had been searching for 
him for years ' and had spent much 
money in the quest. A fortnight ago'a 
nephew of Flnsko arrived here.

BUYERS ARE CHEATED 


HarrUburg, Pa., Dec. 6.—Out of 118,- 


952 -weights and taeasurea inspected in 
various 
communitiei in Pennsylvania 


during the last year 20,531 'have been 
condemned by the inspectors as fraudu- 
lent and 98,421 approved. 


These constitute only a fraction of 


the inspections made, as many of the 
inspectors have not reported to the new 
state bureau of standards, 'but the re- 
ports received are considered to be typ- 
ical of conditions generally throughout 
the state. 
'i 


"It will be observed," says James 


Sweeney, chief of the bureau in his im- 


ual report'just approved, "that out of 
IB total inspections made by about 
ue-fourth of tho city and county seal- 
rs of'weights and measures, more than 
7 per cent of the weighing and ineasur- 
ig devices tcsltd have been found de- 
eient and were replaced by those meet 
ig the required standnrdH." 
Among the condemned appliances the 
eficiencies were as follows: 
Weights, 


7'per cent; counter scales, 21 per cent; 
ry measures, 15 per cent; liquid meas- 
res, 22 per cent; yard sticks, 35 per 
ent; 
computing scales, 23 per cent; 


latform Denies, '23 per cent. The aver 
ge deficiency was 22 per cent. 


One-sixth Are Defective. 


In other words about one-sixth of 'the 
eights and measures by which goods 
;ive been sold to the public have been 
o defective as Ho do fraud the purehas- 
ug public out of from 17 to 35 per cent 
f the articles paid for. 
Chief 'Sweeney points out that it is 


easonable to suppose tliat the percent 
ge of fraud is today us great; in the 
ommunities where sealers of weights 
nd measures are 'not employed as in 
he cities and counties thnt have taken 
dvantnge of the new law. He says the 
tartling 
conditions 
uncovered by a 


•ear's'operations of the new bureau un- 
doubtedly have added greatly to the 
ligh cost of living. The report says: 


"Tho public is just as much entitled 


.0 honest 'weights and measures as an 
icinest dollor. The government spends 
annually thousands of dollars for the 
irevention, detection and punishment of 
.hose who may be found counterfeiting 
our 'money. 
The same safeguards and 


-he same vigilance are necessary to 
jrotect the people from being defrauded 
jy short weights and measures. 


Duties iPrescribed by Law. 


"This protection can only be had by 


the appointment of 'inspectors who are 
empowered under the law to inspect, ap 
prove 'or condemn all scales, weights 
and measures according as they conform 
to the standards supplied by the state. 
The power to make these appointments, 
under the act of'1911, is vested in tha 
county commissioners and mayors of 
cities, the duties of the inspectors'being 
prescribed Jjy the act."

even in our turning the child idea is 
not absent; but we have begun, and 
in the beginning lies the end.

A full discus- 
sion of all the transactions of the gov- 
ernment, with a view to informing the 
congress of the important events of the 
year and recommending new legislation 
requires more space than one message 
of reasonable length affords. 
I have 


therefore adopted the course of sending 
three or four messages during the first 
ten days of the nession, so as to include 
reference to the more important matters 
that should be brought to the attention 
of congress. 


Business Conditions. 


The condition of the country with 


reference to business could hardly be 
better.

The business 
of the country is now on a solid basis.

concerns are running to their full ca- 
pacity and the demand for labor wiis 
never so constant •and growing. 
The 


foreign trade of the country for this 
year will exceed $4,000,000,000, while the 
balance in our favor—that of the ex- 
cess of exports over imports—will ex- 
ceed $500,000,000. 
More than half our 


exports are 
manufactures 
or partly 


manufactured 
material, 
while our ex- 


ports of farm products do not show 
!he same increase because of domestic 
consumption. 
It is a year of bumper 


crops; the total -money value of farm 
products will exceed Sfl,50U,000,000. It 
is a y«»r when the bushel or unit price 
of agricultural products has gradually 
fallen, and yet the total value of the 
entire crop is greater by over $1,000,000,- 
000 than we have known in our history. 


Condition of the Treasury. 


The condition of the treasury is very 


satisfactory. The total interest-hearing 
debt is $983.777,770, of which $134,031,- 
980 constitute the Panama canal loan. 
The non-interest bearing debt is $378,- 
301,284.90, 
including 
$346,681,016 of 


greenbacks. We have in . the treasury 
$150,000,000 in gold coin as a reserve 
against the 
outstanding 
greenbacks; 


and in addition we have a cash balance 
in the 'treasury as a general fund of 
£167,152.478.99."or an increase of S26,- 
975,552 over the general fund of last 
year. 


Receipts and Expenditures. 


For. the three years tin; expenditures 


of the government have decreaad under 
the influence of an effort to economize. 
This year presents an apparent excep- 
tion. The estimate by the secretary of 
the treasury of the ordinary receipts, 
eielusive of postal revenues, for the 
year ending June 30, 1914. indicates that 
they will amount to $710,000,000. The 
sum of the estimates of the expenditures 
for that same year, exclusive of Panama 
canal disbursements and'postal disburse- 
ments payable from postal revenues, is 
$732,000,000, including a deficit of $22,- 
000,000. 
For the year ending June 30, 


1913, similarly estimated receipts were 
$667,000,000, while the total correspond- 
ing estimate of expenditures for that 
year, submitted through the secretary 
of the treasury, to congress, amounted 
to $656,000,000. This shows an increase 
of ,$76,000,000 in the estimates for 1914 
over the total estimates of 1913. This 
is due to an increase of $25,000,000 in 
the estimate for rivers and harbors for 
the next -year on projects and surreys 
authorized by congress; to an increase 
under the new pension bill of $32,500,- 
000; and an increase in the estimates 
for expenses of the navy department of 
$24,000,000. The estimate for the navy 
department for the year 1913 included 
two battleships. 'Congress made pro- 
vision for only one battleship, and there- 
fore the navy department has deemed 
it necessary snd proper to maka an es- 
timate which includes the first year's 
expenditure! for three battleships in ad- 
dition to the amount required for work 
on the uncompleted ships. now .under. 
construction. In addition to the natural 
increase in the expenditures for the un- 
completed ships, and the additional bat- 
tleship estimated for, the other increases 
are due to the pay required for 4,000 or 
more additional enlisted men in the 
navy; and to this must be added the 
additional cost of construction 
imposed 


by the change in the eight-hour, law. 
•which makes it applicable to ships built 
in private shipyards.

Our Banking and Currency System. 
A time when panics setm far removed 


is the best time for us to prepare our 
financial system to withstand a sjorm. 
The most crying need this country has 
is a proper banking and currency sys- 
tem. 
The. existing one is inadequate, 


and everyone who has studied the ques- 
tion admits it. 


It is thf business of the national gov- 


ernment to provide a medium automat-- 
ically contracting and expanding in vol- 
ume, to meet the needs of trade. Our 
present system larks the indispensable 
quality of elasticity. 


The only part of our monetary me- 


dium that ha* elasticity is the bank- 
note currency. 
The peculiar provisions 


of the law requiring national banks to 
maintain reserves to meet the call of 
the depositors operates to increase the 
money stringency when it arises rather 
than to expand the supply of currency 
to relieve it. 
It operates upon each 


bank and furnishes a motive for the 
withdrawal of currency from the chan- 
nels of trai'.e by each bank to save itself 
and offers no inducement whatever for 
the use of the reserve to expand tho 
supply of currency to meet the excep- 
tional demand. 


After the panic of 1907 congress real- 


ized that the present system was not 
adapted to the country's needs and that 
under it panics were possible that might 
probably be avoided by legislative pro- 
vision. 
Accordingly a monetary com- 


mission was appointed which made a re- 
port in February, 1912. The system 
which they recommended involved'a na- 
tional reserve association, which was, in 
certain of its faculties and functions, a 
bank, and which was given through it* 
governing authorities the power, by is- 
suing circulating 
notes 
for approved 


commercial paper, 
by fixing discounts 


and by other methods of transfer of 
currency, to expand the supply of the 
monetary medium where it was most 
needed to prevent the export or hoard- 
ing of gold and generally to exercise 
such provision over the supply of money 
in every part of the country an to pre- 
vent stringency and a panic. The Rtock 
in this association was to be distributed 
to the banks of lh« whole United States, 
state anil national, in a mixed propor- 
tion to bank units and to capital stock 
paid in. The control of the association 
wiio vested in a board of directors to 
be elected 
by representatives of the 


banks, except certain ex ofiicio directors, 
three cabinet officers and the comptroller 
of the currency. 
The president was to 


appoint the governor of the association 
from three persons to be selected by the 
directors, while the two deputy govern- 
ors were to be elected by the board of 
directors. The details of the plan were 
worked out with great care and ability, 


a graduated tax OE the expanded cur- 
rency of such a character as to furnish 
a motive for reducing the issue of notes 
whenever their prestnc*1 in the money 
market is uot required by the exigen- 
cies of trade. lu other words, the whole 
system has been worked out with the 
greatest care 
Theoretically it presents 


a plan that ought to command support. 


and the plan in general seems to me to 
furnish the basis for a proper solution 
of our present difficulties. 
I feel that 


the government might very properly be 
given a greater voice in the executive 
committee of 
the 
board of directors 


without danger of injecting politics into 
its management," but I think the fed- 
eration system of banks is a good one, 
provided proper precautions arc taken to 
prevent bank's of large capital from ab- 
sorbing power 
through 
ownership of 


stock in other banks. The objections to 
a central bank it seems to me are obvi- 
ttted if the ownership of the reserve as- 
sociation is distributed among all the 
banks of 'a country in which banking is 
free. The earnings of the reserve asso- 
ciation are limited in percentage to a 
reasonable and fixed amount, and the 
profits over and above this are to be 
turned into the government treasury. It 
is quite probable that still greater se- 
curity against control by money centers 
may be worked into the plan. 


Certain it is, however, that the objec- 


tions which were made, in the past his- 
tory of this country to a central bank 
as furnishing a monopoly of financial 
power to private individuals, would not 
apply to an association whose owner- 
ship and control is 
ao widely distrib- 


uted and is divided 
between all the 


banks of the country, state nnd na- 
tional, on the one hand, and the chief 
executive 
through 
three 
department 


heads and his comptroller of the cur- 
rency, on the other. The ancient hos- 
tility to a 
national 
bank, with its 


tranches, in which is concentrated the 
privilege of doing a banking business 
ind carrying on the financial transac- 
tions of the government, has prevented 
the establishment of such a bank since 
it was abolished in the Jackson admin- 
istration. Our present national banking 
law has obviatediobjections growing out 
of .the same cause by providing a. free 
banking system in 
which any eat of- 


stockholders can establish a national' 
bank if they comply with the conditions 
of law. It seems to me that the Na- 
tional Reserve 
associatlonf meets the 


same objection in a similar way; that 
is, by giving to each -bank, state and 
national, in accordance with its size, a 
certain share in the stock of tho .reserve 
association, non-transferable nnd only to 
be held by the bank while it performs 
its functions as a partner in the reserve 
rssociation. 


The report of the commission recom- 


rnends provisions for the imposition of 


Practically it may require modification 
in various of its provisions in order to 
make the security against abuses by 
combinations among the banks impos- 
sible. But in the face of the crying ne- 
cessity that there is for improvement 
in our present system, I urgently in- 
vite the attention of congress to the 
proposed plan and the report of the 
commission, with the hope than an earn- 
est consideration may suggest amend- 
ments and changes within the general 
plan which will lead to its adoption lor 
the benefit of the country. There is no 
class in 
the community whose experi- 


ence better qualifies them to make sug- 
gestions aa to the sufficiency of a cur- 
rency and 
banking 
system than the 


bankers and business men. 
Ought we, 


therefore, to ignore their recommenda- 
tions and reject their financial judgment 
as to the proper method of reforming 
our financial system merely because of 
the suspicion which exists against them 
in the minds of many of our fellow citi- 
xeusT Is jt not the duty of congress to 
take up the plan suggested, examine it 
from all standpoints, give impartial con- 
sideration to the 
testimony of those 


whose experience ought to fit.them to 
give the best advice on the subject, and 
then to adopt some plan which will se- 
cure tho benefits desired! 


A banking and currency system seems 


far away from the wage earner and the 
farmer, but the fact is that thoy are 
vitally interested in a safe system of 
currency which shall graduate its vol- 
ume to the amount needed and prevent 
times of artificial stringency "that fright- 
en capital, stop employment, prevent the 
meeting of the pay roll, destroy local 
marketrt and produce penury and want. 


The TariS. 


I have regarded it as my duty in my 


former messages to the congress to urge 
tlw revision of the-tariff upon principles 
of protection. It wui my judgment that 
tho customs duties ought to be revised 
downward, but that tho reduction ought 
not to be below a ruto which would rep- 
resent the difference in the cost of pro- 
duction between the article in question 
at home and abroad, and for this and 
other reasons 
I • vetoed several bills 


which were presented to ra« in the last 
session of this congress. How that a 
new congress lias been elected on a plat- 
form of a tariff for revenue only rather 
than a protective tariff, and is to re- 
vine the tariff on that basis, it is need- 
less for me to occupy the time of this 
congress with arguments or recommen- 
dations in favor of a protective tariff. 


Before passing from the tariff law, 


however, known as the Payne tariff law 
of August 5, 1900, I desire to cn.ll at- 
tention to section 38 of that act, as- 
sessing a special excise tax on corpora- 
tions. It contains a provision requiring 
the levy of an additional 50 per cent to 
the annual tax in cases of neglect to 
verify the prescribed return or to file It 
before the time required by law. This 
additional charge of 50 per cent operates 
in some cases as a harsh penalty- for 
what may 'have been a mere Inadver- 
tence or unintentional oversight, and 
the law should be so amended as to 
mitigate the severity of the charge in 
such instances. Provision should alao 
be made for the refund of additional 
taxes heretofore 
collected because of 


sucli infractions in those cases where 
the penalty imposed ha* been BO dis- 
proportionate to the off«nfie as equitably 
to demand relief. 


habits of mind engendered by & century 
of lack of method, but of late years its 
work has been systematic and effective, 
and it has recently been-addressing itself 
vigorously to -these problems. 


A comprehensive plan of army reor- 


ganization was prepared by the war col- 
lege division of the general staff. This 
plan was thoroughly discussed last sum- 
mer at a series of conferences held by 
the secretary of war and attended by 
representatives from all branches of the 
army and from congress. In printed 
form it has been distributed to members 
of congress and throughout the army 
and the national 
guard, and widely 


through institutions of learning and 
elsewhere in the United States. In it, 
for the first time, we have a tentative 
chart for future progress. 


Under the influence of this study defi- 


nite and effective steps have been taken 
toward army reorganization so far as 
such reorganization lies within the ex- 
ecutive power. Hitherto there has been 
no difference of policy in the treatment 
of the organization of our foreign gar- 
risons from thosB of troops within the 
United States. The difference of situa- 
tion is vital aud the foreign garrison 
should be prepared to defend itself at 
an instant's notice against a foe who 
may command the sea. Unlike tho 
troops in the United States, it can not 
count upon re-enforcements or recruit- 
ment. 
It is an outpost upon which 


will fall the brunt of the first attack 
in cast of war. The historical policy of 
the United States of carrying >t§ regi- 
ments during time of peace at half 
strength has no application for our for- 
eign garrisons. During the past year 
this dufect has been remedied as to the 
Philippines garrison. The former gar- 
rison of twelve reduced regiments has 
been replaced by a garrison of six regi- 
ments at full strength, giving fully the 
same number of riflemen at an esti- 
mated economy in coat of maintenance 
of over 81,000,000 per year. This garri- 
son is to be permanent. Itt regimental 
units, instead of being transferred peri- 
odically back and forth from the United 
States, will remain in the islands. The 
officers and men composing these units 
will, however, serve * regular tropical 
detail as usual, thus involving no great- 
er hardship 
upon the personnel »lfd 


greatly increasing the effectiveness of 
the garrison. A similar policy is pro- 
posed for the Hawaiian 
and Panama 


garrisons as fast ai the barracks for 
them are completed 
I strongly urge 


upon congress that the necessary ap- 
propriations for this purpose should be 
promptly made. It is, in my opinion, 
of first "importance that these national 
outposts, upon which a successful home 
defense will, primarily, depend, should 
be finished and placed in effective eondi 
tion at the earliest possible day.

Budget. 


The estimates for the next fiscal year 


have been asiembled by the secretary 
of the treasury and by him transmitted 
to congress.' I propose at a later day 
to submit to congress a form of budget 
prepared for me and recommended by 
the president's commission on economy 
nnd efficiency, with a view of suggesting 
the useful and informing character of a 
properly framed budget. 


War Department. 


The war department combines within 


its jurisdiction functions which in other 
countries usually . occupy three depart- 
ments. It not only has the manage- 


fenses, but its jurisdiction extends to 
the government of the Philippines and 
of Porto' Pvico and the control of the 
receivership of the customs revenues of 
the Dominican Republic; it also includes 
the recommendation of all plans for the 
improvement of harbors and waterways 
and their execution when adopted; and, 
by virtue of an executive order, the su- 
provisio'n' of the construction of the 
Panama canal. 


Army Reorganization. 


Our small army 
consists of 83,809 


men, 
including the 
5,000 Philippine 


scouts. Leaving out of consideration 
the coast artillery forces, whose posi- 
tion is fixed in our various seacoast de- 
fenses, and the prese'nt garrisons of our 
various insular possessions, we have to- 
day within the continental United States 
a mobile army of only about 35,000 men. 
This little force must be still further 
drawn upon to supply the new garri- 
sons for the great-naval base which is 
'.icing established at Pearl Harbor, in 
the Hawaiian islands, and to protect the 
locks now rapidly approaching comple- 
tion nt Panama. The forces remaining. 
:n Hie United States are now scattered 
in nearly fifty posts, situated for a va- 
riety of historical reasons in twenty- 
four states. 'These posts contain only 
fractions of regiments, averaging less, 
than 700 men-each. In time of peace 
it has been our historical policy to ad- 


steps the war department has been pro- 
ceeding with the reorganization, of the 
army at home. The formerly disso- 
ciated' units are being united into a t««- 
ticil organization of three divisions 
each consisting of two or three brigades 
of infantry and, so far at .practicable 
a proper proportion of divisional cavalry 
and artillery. Of course the^extent to 
which this reform can be carried by th» 
executive 
is practically limited to a 


paper organization. The scattered units 
can be brought under a proper organiza 
tion, but'they will remain physically 
scattered' until . congress 
luppliejl the 


necessary fundi for grouping them in 
more concentrated posts. Until :that i 
done the present difficulty of drilling 
our scattered groups together, and thu 
training them for the proper team play 
can not be removed. But we shall, a 
least, have an army which will know its 
own organisation and will be inspeotef 
bv its proper commanders, and to whic 
as a, unit, emergency orders can be is 
sncd in time of war or other emergency 
Moreover, the 
organization, which i 


many respects is necessarily a skeleton 
will furnish a guide for future develop 
ment. The separate regiments and com 
panies will know, the brigades and d 
visions to which they belong. They wi 
be maneuvered together whenever ma 
neuvers are established by congres 
and the gaps in their organization wi 
show the patterns into which can b 
filled new troops ae the nation grow 
and a larger army is provided. 


Regular Army Reserve. 


One of the most important reforms a 


complished during the past year ha 
been the legislation enacted in the arm 
appropriation bill of last summer, pr< 


riding for a regular 
araiy reserve. 


Hitherto our national policy has as- 
sumed that at the outbreak "of war our 
regiments would b* immediately raised 
to full strength. But our laws have pro- 
vided no means by which this could be 
accomplished, or by which the losses of 
the regiments when once sent to the 
front, could be repaired. In thia^ respect 
we have neglected the lessons 'leaened 
by other nations. The new law pro- 
vides that the soldier, after serving lour 
years with colors, shall pass into a re- 
serve for three years. At his option he 
may go into the.reserve at the end of 
three years, remaining there for four 
yeari. While in the reserve he can be 
called to active duty only in case of 
war or other national emergency, and 
when BO called and only in such case 
will receive a stated amount of pay for 
all of the period in which he has been 
a member of the reserve. 
The legisla- 


tion is imperfect, in my opinion, in cer- 
tain particulars, but it is a most impor- 
tant step in the right direction, and I 
earnestly hope that it will be carefully 
studied and perfected by congress. 


Th» National Guard. 


Under existing law the national guard 


constitutes, after the regular arnry, the 
first line of national defense. Its organ, 


ation, discipline, training and cquip- 
eut, under recent legislation, have been 
isimilated, as far as possible, to thoa* 


the regular army, and its practical 


fGclcncy, under the effect of this train- 
g, has very greatly increased 
Our 


tizen soldiers under present conditions 
ave reached a stage of development be- 
ond which they can *ot reasonably be 
sked to go without further -direct as- 
stance in the form of pay from the 
ederal government. On the other hand, 
uch pay from the national treasury 
ould not be justified unless it produced 


proper equivalent in additional effi- 
ency on the part of the national -guard, 
he organized militia today can,not be 
rdered outside of the limits of the 
hited States, and thus can not la'wful- 
• be used for general military purposes, 
he officers and men are ambitious and 
ager to make themselves available and 
o become an efficient national reserve 
f eitiren soldiery. They are. the only 
orca of trained men,, other than the 
egular army, upon which we can rely.

Mational Volunteer*. 


The national guard consists of only 


about 110,000 men. In any serious war 
n the past it-has always b«en necee 
sary, and in such a war in the future it 
doubtless will be necessary for the na 
:ion to depend, in addition to the regu 
ar army, and the national guard, upon 
i large force of volunteers. There is 
at present no adequate provision of 
aw for the raiting of inch a force. 
There is now pending^ in congress, how- 
ever, a bill which makes such provision, 
and which I believe is admirably adapt- 
ed to meet the exigencies which would 
lie presented in case of war. The pas- 
sage of the bill would not entail a dol- 
lar's expense upon the government' at 
this time or In the future until war 
comes. But if war comes the methods 
therein directed are in accordance, with 
the best military Judgment as to what 
they ought to he, and the act would 
prevent 'the necessity for a' discussion 
of any legislation 'and the delays inci- 
dent to its consideration and adoption. 
I earnestly urge its passage. 


Consolidation of the Supply Corps. 
The army 'appropriation act of 1012 


also carried legislation for the consolida- 
tion of the quartermaster's department, 
the subsistence department and the'pay 
corps Into a single supply department, 
to be known as the quartermaster's 
corps. It also provided for the organiza- 
tion, of a special force of enlisted men, 
to be 'known as the service corps, gradu- 
ally to.replace many of the civilian em- 
ployes engaged in the manual 'labor 


necessary in every army. I believe that 
iwth of these enactments will improve 
the administration of our military es- 
tablishment. The consolidation oi the 
iupply corps has already been effected, 
and the organization of the service corps 
is being put into effect. 


All of the foregoing reforms are in 


the direction of economy and efficiency. 
Except for the slight increase necessary 
to garrison our outposts ia Hawaii and 
Panama, they do not call for a larger 
army, but they do tend to produce a 
much more efficient one. The only sub- 
stantial new appropriations required 
are those which, aa I have pointed out, 
are necessary to complete the fortifica- 
tions and barracks at our naval bases 
and outposts beyond the sea. 


Porto Rico. 


Porto Eico continues to show notable 


progress, both commercially and in the 
spread of education. Its external com- 
merce has increased 17 [>er cent over the 
preceding year, bringing the total value 
up to 892,631,880. gr more than five 
times the value of the commerce of the 
island in 1901. During the year 160.C57 
pupils were 
enrolled 
in 
the public 


schools, as against 145.625 for the pre 
ceding year, and as compared with 26,- 
000 for the first year of American ad- 
ministration. Special efforts are under 
vay for the promotion of vocational and 
ndustria! training, the need of which 
s particularly pressing in the island. 
When the bubonic plague broke out 
ast June, the quick and eWcieut re- 
sponse of the people of Porto Rico to 
he demands of modern sanitation waa 
trikingly shown by tho thorough cam- 
>aign which was instituted against the 
>laguo and the hearty public opinion 
which supported the government's ef- 
forts to check its progress and to pre- 
vent its recurrence. 


The failure thus far. to grant Ameri- 


can citizenship continues to be the only 
[{round of dissatisfaction. The bill con- 
ferring such citizenship has passed the 
liouse of representatives and is now 
awaiting the action of the senate. 
I 


am heartily in favor of the passage of 
this bill. I believe that the demand 
for citizenship is just, and that it is 
amply earned by sustained loyalty on 
the part of the inhabitants of the island. 
But it should be remembered that the 
demand must be, and in the minds of 
most Porto Ricaus is, entirely disas- 
sociated from any thought of statehood. 
1 believe that no substantial approved 
public opinion in the United States or 
in Porto Eico contemplates statehood 
for the island as the ultimate form of 
relation between us. I believe that the 
aim to be striven for is the fullest pos- 
sible allowance of legal and fiscal self- 
government, with American citizenship 
as a bond between us; in other words, 
a relation analogous to the present re- 
lation between Great Brftain and such 
self-governing colonies as Canada and 
Australia. 
This would conduce to the 


fullest and most self-sustaining devel- 
opment of Porto Eico, while at the 
same time it would grant her the eco- 


unifying forces of a commop education, 
of cojjuuerdal and 
economic develop- 


ment, aud of gradual participation in 
lo«il self-goveiiuneni we are endeavor- t 
iug to evolve a homogenous people lit 
to determine, when 
the time arrives, 


their own destiuy. \Ve are seeking to 
arouse a national spirit and not, a* 
under the older colonial theory, to sup- 
press such a spirit. The character of 
th« work we have been doing is keenly 
recognized in the orient, and our suc- 
cess thus far followed with uot a little 
envy by those who, initiating the same 
policy, find themselves hampered by 
conditions grown up in earlier days and 
under different theories of admiuistra- 
' 


tion. But our work is far from done. 
Our duty to the Filipinos is fyr from 
discharged. Over half a million Fili- 
pino students arc now in the Philippine 
schools, but there still remain niyre 
than - a 
million 
Filipino children of 


school age yet to be reached. Freed 
from American control the integrating 
forces of a common education and a 
common language will cease and the 
educational system now well started will 
slip back into inefficiency and disor- 
der.

Philippine!. 


A bill is pending in congress which 


revolutionizes the carefully worked out 
scheme of government under which the 
Philippine Islands are now governed and 
which proposes to render them virtu- 
ally autonomous at once and absolute- 
y independent in eight years. Such a 
proposal can only be founded on the 
assumption that 
we have now "dis- 


charged our trusteeship to the Filipino 
people and our' responsibility for them 
to the world, ani that they are now 
prepared for self-government as well as 
national sovereignty. A thorough anc 
unbiased knowledge of the facts clear- 
ly shows tha't these assumptions are 
absolutely without justification. As to 
this, I believe that there is no. suhstan 
tial- difference of opinion among ani 
of those who have had-the responsibil 
ity of facing .Philippine problems in th< 
administration of the islands, and I be 
lieve that no one to whom the future 
of this people is 'a 'responsible concern 
can countenance • a • pmicy fraught wit! 
the direst . consequences to those on 
whose behalf it is ostensibly urged. 


In the Philippine Islands we have em 


barked upon an experiment unprece 
dented in dealing with dependent peo 
pies. We ure. developing there condi 
tions exclusively, for. their own welfare 
We found an archipelago • containing 2 
tribes, nnd races', s'p'eaking a great va 
riety of languages, and with a popula 
tion over 80 per cent of which coul 
neither read nor write.

An enormous increase in the commer- 


cial development 
of 
the islands ha» 


been made since they were virtually 
granted full access to our markets three 
years ago, with every prospect of in- 
creasing 
development 
and diversified 


industries. Freed from American con- 
trol such development is bound to de- 
cline. 
Kvcry observer speaks of the 


great progress in public works for the 
benefit of the Filipinos, of harbor im- 


rovi-mcnts, of roads and railways, of 
rrigation and artesian wells, public 
uildings, and better means of commu- 
ication.

now is, therefore, to subject the great 
mass of their people to the dominance 
of an oligarchical and, probably, ex- 
ploiting minority.

Be as cruel to those people as it would 
be shameful to us. 


Our true course is to pursue steadly 


and courageously 'the path we have thus 
far followed; to" guide the Filipinos into 
self-sustaining pursuits; to continue the 
cultivation of 
sound 
political habits 


through education and political prac- 
tice; to encourage the dijrersificatio| of 


. industries, and to realiz£ the adlan- 
tages of their industrial education by 
conservatively 
approved 
co-operative 


methods, at once checking the dangers 
of concentrated wealth and building up 


• a sturdy, independent citizenship. 
We 


i'nculd do all this with a disinterested 
ende-ivor to secure for the Filipinos eco- 
nomic Independence and to fit them for

A present declaration 
even of future independence would re- 
tard progress by the dissension and dis- 
order it would arouse.

Regulation of Water Power. 


There are pending before congress a 


large number of bills proposing to grant 
privileges of erecting dams for the pur- 
pose of creating water power in our 
navigable rivers. The pendency of these 
b'illn has brought out an important' de- 
fect in the existing general dani act. 
That act does nob, in my opinion, grant 
sufficient power to the federal govern- 
ment in dealing with the construction 
of such dams to exact, protective condi- 
tions in the interest of navigation.

Reform a Court Procedure.

et put in practice BO as to enable us 
o state from actual results what the 
cform will accomplish, they are of such 
a character

we can reasonably 


irophesy that they will greatly reduce 
he time and cost of litigation in such 
ourts. 
The court has adopted 'many 


if the shorter methods of the present 
English procedure, and while it may 
.ake a little while for the profession to 
iccustom itself to these methods, it is 
'ertain greatly to facilitate litigation. 
The action of the supreme court has 
>een BO drastic and so fall of appre- 
ciation of the necessity for a great re- 
'orm in court' procedure that I have no 
icsitation in following up this action 
with a recommendation which I fore- 
shadowed in my message of three rears 
ago, that the sections of the statute 
governing the procedure in the -federal 
rourts on the common-law side should 
je so amended as to give to the supreme 
court the same right to moke rules of 
jrocedure in common law as they have, 
since the beginning of the court, exer- 
cised in equity. I do not doubt that a 
full consideration of- the subject will 
enable the court whiln giving effect to 
;he substantial differences in right n 
remedy between the system of comni 
!s\v and the system of equity so to 
unite the two procedures into the form 
of one civil action and to shorten th« 
procedure in such civil action as to fur- 
nish a model to all the stnto courts ex- 
ercising concurrent jurisdiction with the 
federal courts of first instance. 


Under the statute now in force the 


common law procedure in each federa 
court is made to conform to the pro- 
cedure in the state in which the court 
is held.
